At the present time approxi- 
mately l^oXHlO of onr IHKW niciii- 
bers, do approximately ^2 hilliori 
of this const riiet ion. Tfiis hypo- 
llietical ease was present e<l ar the 
February 15 meeting:— suppose all 
of tins liome modern ixat ion work 
had to be done in oiu^ year. It 
would require more than doubling 
cmr number of joumeymeti elee- 
trieians overnigiit and would re- 
ijuire 1,250 new eleetrieal con- 
tracliiig organizatious in order to 
maintain existing relalionsbips in 
the industry. This would be In ad- 
dition to all other electrical work. 
Spread over a 20-ycar period this 
would provide full emjdoyment 
tor an additional 12,500 jonmey- 
meii eleetri Clans for earh of those 
20 years. 

Now, to develop and sustain tins 
huge market which eoitld be 
added to the regular electrical 
const met ion business, the Eleetrh 
eal Industry is pouring *t8,7b0,000 
into direct advertising and pro- 


motion in the biggest sales effort 
ever attempted in the industry. 
Ami this is an extremely eoii- 
servative figure, When secondary 
firomotiona! activities are count- 
ed, this figure will be iiiore than 
doubled. 

The Edison Electric Institute is 
putting over a million dollars in 
its House l\>\viM'” ]>i'ograni de- 
signed to sell 2,000,000 rewiring 
jobs this year. Privately-owned 
electric companies — 100 of them 
— -are pouring 5 00^000 into a 
campaign to sell I be rewiring idea 
to consumers* 

The utility-industry wide “Live 
Better Electrically’’ promotion or- 
ganized by the (Teiieral Electric 
Company, will cost an add it tonal 
^2 million. And 1hen otlier manu- 
facturers, Westiugliouse, Keniie- 
cott, Anaconda, Oweus-Corni ng 
Fi berg las for examyde, and asso- 
ciations like XEC.A. and the Na- 
tional Adequate Wiring Bureau 
are spending more than a million 
dollars to educate homeowners on 
the snbjcet of wiring inadequacy. 


Now while this is a most exten- 
sive and eomprelieiisive pro grain, 
it was pointed out often during 
the course of the meeting, that 
this is only for the year 1&56 and 
that 1956 is only the begin uing. 

The programs planned for 1956, 
alone, however, involve $100,000 
ctm tests, radio and TV shows fea- 
turing selling stars like Dave 
G arrow ay, Arlene Francis and 
Betty Pun less, and heavy adver- 
tising schedules lu magazines, 
newspapers, on billboards and iu 
the movies. 

The loiig-nmge goal of the 
“Live Better Electrically” pro- 
gram, as one guest speaker put it, 
was to raise the United States 
standard of living by increasing 
tlie use of electricity in individual 
homes from a present 2,500 kwh 
am ui ally to 4,500 kwh. 

And now for a woi^d about 
where we, the members of the In- 
ternutioiml Brotherhood of Elec- 
frieal Work el's, fit into this pie- 
tiire.

Tlie priee of this vic- 
tory had been a terrible one for 
Imth sides — n0,000 men k tiled, 
wo 111 1 i \ ed o r m i ss i It " . 

Tlie fall of that same year found 
18 imrtheni ^ovcrtioiN appointing 
trustees to establisli part of this 
battle field as a ec^metery for re- 
intmanent of these liaMtilydinrIcd 
tlead. 

Dedication day was si^ttleil on — 
Xovemljer l!>th — and Edward 
Everett, a eeldrrated Massaeliu- 
setts orator, was seli*ele<i as |M'in- 
etpal speaker at the ceremonies, 
Tlieii David Wills, chairman of tlie 
cemetery lioard, sent invitations to 
nu^mbers of tVmjrrcss, tlie Cninnet 
and to the President. 

Acjually, few of these i>crson- 
a^cs werc^ exiieeted to attend, ami 
it is felt that ineinb(M*s of ifie Presi- 
dent's fhdnnet wei'e surpidstd 


wlieii they leamed that he planned 
to attend. But Lincoln fell it his 
duty to U- prt^senf. 

Upon the I ’ri^ident *s acceptance, 
he was asked to make a few appro- 
priate iT*niarks at the ceremony. 
And Edward Hvemt thmi^hi fully 
sent tile President a copy of his 
spissdt so that Lincoln would know 
wluit "rmunl the great orator 
won 1*1 eover. 

From the time of his Invitation 
to speak, Lincoln liad about two 
weeks tn wliich, logetln^r with all 
of his other duties, to fldnk over 
in Ids mind the t hi tigs it wmdd he 
jimper for Idiri to say on the HMli 
of Xoveinher. 

And lie thonglit almvit it, and he 
1*Mik all of his thoughts id amt the 
birth *if America ami <if the gmit 
snfFering of Civil War that liiul 
come ui>on such a young nalkm, of 
the brave men fallen in battle, that 
America might coiuiniic to live, 
ami finally of the fntiin* work left 
to he done. And lie put all of lln*se 
ideas into the pim^ sim|>le phrases 
of the Dettyshnrg sMhlress, 

Then on tin* IStli of Nov(‘nilH*i\ 
even tliougli little Tad, Ids 
chum in all tla* world/' lay ill at 
the White House* where his other 
young son, Willie, find <lied just 
tlio ycai' before, Lincoln hon riled a 


special train for DeUyshurg. lie 
carried with him the llrst pag** of 
his earefully ihouglil out Dettys- 
hui'g adilresH. It was written in ink 
on Execut ivc ^Mansion stationery. 
(Tlie legend that PiTsident Liu- 
coin iumchalamly wrote his speech 
ou a sera ft of paper while ou tlie 
noisy, crowihsl tniiii, is discounted 
by historians us iictiim-) 

Arriving in lUUtysbnrg alsmi 
siinsiU* Lincoln went t*> the house 
of dmlgc Wills, where ho was to 
s[>eiid ihe night. The house over- 
looki**! 11 public scpiare wiiere that 
night a military band played, 
Tiioiisaiids of pwpW had arrivcsl 
ami coiiliinnHl to c*inie to the town* 
mif! serenaders wandered through 
the sDwts. Atiswering their call 
Lincob* appi*ared at the d*a>r for a 
few brief moments lo say alKiiit a 
diti^eri words to the cmw*ls gathcr*Hl 
theiv. Tlieii be returned ti* liis 
rttom wluu'c it is lMdiev*sl he cor- 
reeled his speeeh and abided a short 
second |*age.

Wi^ believe there art^ addition a I tilings Wasliingtmi 
iiml Hincoln mighl say were they still alive today.

Bulling cable through tlie flexi- 
ble [iliistic raceways was a simple 
cliore. In fact* most of the vmder- 
gromid pulls were made by hand 
with eomi»arativ€^ ease.

These techniques result etl 
in a suhstanlial saving in caidc 
pulling time compared with re- 
quirements of standard imtler- 
grouml iNicmvay systems.

The almanac-publi-shing Intsiness 
proved a true momUary success to 
tlie real Poor Richard* For Frauk- 
Hn sold about 10,000 copies a year, 
Ilis Almavfuk iHH'ame tlie most 
widely read in the colonies, re- 
warduig its readers as it diil. with 
a wealth of *'jvroverbs, hoinely 
wisdom and common sense of gi^eat

In 1757 the best of the sayings 
and proverbs which Franklin had 
gathered fi*mn the worlds ''store- 
house of apliarisms*' and put into 
the homely words of Boor Rieiiard, 
were a-ssemlded by him into the 
Way to Weatih or Fnihcr Ahra* 
hftaPs Speech^ 

Published in the Ahnnnack of 
that year. Father Abraham* s 
Speevh at the Anctiotu spread the 
fame of Bcmr Riehard tlmmgh 
Kurope* In England it is said that 
this work was print c<l in broad- 
sides and jiosted on walls, while 
ill Fninee it was translated and 
enjoyed a wide eirenlation among 
the French people.

Well, hero is a point which the 
SiKUVtary failed to iiieiitioiu Many 
of the eom]>aiiies, in which risirm 
wajje rates were cited as the reason 
for llie farmer s plijjht, made the 
hmhest profits in their liLstoiy in 
l!t55, !Most of the eoinpaiiies C'Oiild 
have a!iM>rhed all wase increases 
* 4 raiitetl ami still have tnadc tre 
mendmLs profits. 

Let's lake a eonereie example. 
Tlie Fnited Stales Stwl Corpora- 
tion stiirfed I lie pi'ofiteerinsr move- 
men i of 1!>55 wlicn it raised steel 
jiriees $7,50 jier Ion in duly. Other 
Hleel corporations fonoweel as is the 
general practice. 


V. S, Steel stated that its ]>rice 
increase was force<l by the new 
wage raise nesotiaterl hy I he Steel- 
workers. The wage increase of 15 
cents an lionr foi' workers added 
$2.50 to the cost of pmflucin" a 
ton of steel at the very most. 

But the increase of $7.50 was 
fhtrf fimtH tliat aiuminl. And take 
fills into consideration, when tlie 
Steelworkei>i wage eonf niet was ne- 
gotiahsl las! dime* the stcs'l eorpo- 
nition was making the highest 
profits in its lilstory. 

This Is just one example. The 
pattern tm.s Imsoi the .same in iiimiy 
industries. Look at fteiiera! Mo- 
foi^. It an non need pince rises on 
file H156 ears tins year lo cover 
file wage inm^ases granted em- 
ployes in 1055* lloweveiv an siiia ly- 
sis of the price imn*ease,s slttnv them 
to lie three times the eo.st of the 
wage inercasi*. This, in a company 
that cleaml approximately a bil- 
lion dollars in profits last year for 
the fii^t time in the instory of an 
*\meriean corporal ion ! 


And in tlie face of facts like 
that, the Sccretaiy of Agricultnre 
lias the andaeity to say that nuions 
are the cause of tho farmer’s 
trouble. 

Let’s kK>k al tlie prices the 
farmer paid for the commodilics 
used in pitwlnetion. These aetiially 
fell seven perciiit and wage rates 
for hired farm lalior fell one ]>er- 
eent. Thow figures ihm’t smn to 
suljHtimtiate file Srf*relary s claim 
that rising prices and not falling 
int*onie are the cause of the farm- 
er s innddc. 

Ilmvovcr, licrc's something the 
Secretary negh^ted to mcntioiL 
The interrsf rate farmei^ hatl to 
]>ny on bomnvefl money last year 
rose 16 percent nml taxes 10 per- 
rent. Baiikei's’ profit.s really soared 
hist year hut Secretary Benson 
didn’t botlicr to mention that fact. 

There’s no mistake sdioiit it, the 
Ameriean farmer's plight is really 
serious. Organ i^eil labor realises 
this and is doing all in its power 
to holster eeoiumiy foj* him. We

In luiditirm to the \vufrc increases, 
the new agreemeiU also pjiividcs for 
payment of the 2 percent serial se- 
curity by the* employer fo!' all m em- 
bers working in the imlustjy six 
months ov more stiutitiM: December L5, 
1956. The contract also pri^vides for 
a much more liberal vacation plan for 
these membei’3* 

The happy conclusions arrived at in 
these negotiations were the result of 
an intensive organizing ilrive in this 
branch of the industry. More than 
4ntl new members and 60 shops were 
organized during this campaign* The 
negotiations were led l>y As*si slant 
Business Manager Michael Siegel, 
Business Heprcscutu lives Vincent 
McHugh and (icrald Waters, and a 
committee of 26 workers, men and 
women menibei's who unselfishly sacri- 
ficed their time to help their fellow 
trade unioiiieta. 

The cifticers ami the committee le- 
preaenting the Fixture Hi vision 
of our union have been trying to 
negotiate their coHective bargaining 
agi'oement* As of today, December 
28, they have not been successful in 
concluding the agreement. 

The fixture industry is one of na- 
tion-wide importance and stature. 
The wages anil conditions of employ- 
ment negotiateti in one city affect the 
industi'y nationally. At this point the 
committee has not been able to con- 
vince the employ era to provide sub 
stantial wage inci'cascs and annuity 
benefits* 

It is a pleasure for me to report 
that the "'DM S’" Motor Shop Division 
and the Marine Division membei's 


of our union were successful in win* 
ning a 43 eents per hour weige in- 
crease over a tsvo-year period* 

After five ^veeks of negotiation, the 
agreement was heartily approved hy 
the “DMS" Motor Shop Division mtmi- 
hers and the Division members. 

In addititm to the wags increases, 
the contract provides all of the bene- 
fits negotiated in the Construction 
Agreement, including the annuity plan 
f*x tended benefits for hospitaiizatiou 
and the 84fbf>0 per week benefit pay- 
ment in addition to unemployment in* 
sura nee. 

This agreement was negotratefi bv 
12 members of the “DM 8” and “M” 
Divisions, together with Business Rep- 
resentatives Christopher Plunkett and 
Nat Chadwick* 

The wages will be increased from 
$2*2fl per hour to Jil2*50 per hour in 
1956, and from $2.50 per hour to $2*65 
per hour in 1957* 

It is a privilege for me to report 
that our International President, Goi^d- 
on M. Freeman, and our International 
Hccretaiy, Joseph Keenan, attended 
our regular membership meeting at 
Manhattan Center Thursday evening, 
December 8, together with other In- 
ternational Brotherhood of Electrical

is served by the Central and Enslern 
Illinois Railroad, which ties wuth the 
t ail mad networks through Southern 
Illinois and Western Kentucky coni 
fields. Coal is also received hy barge. 

The Joppa Power Plant consistH i>f 
six turbo-generators, having a gross 
oulpul of IToJlDO kilo^vatts each, or 
a total of IJiriO^oaO kilowatts. The 
turbines are supiilied with steam fmm 
single boiU*i-B. 

All major auxlliai*y equipineiU U 
elect lically driven. The larger moiors 
are supplied at J160 volts. Smaller 
motiu-s and coal handling equipment 
aie driven by motors supplied at 111) 
volts. 

The amount of circulating w'ater in 
the plant is 504,000 gallons per min* 
ute, enough to supply the normal 
water needs of St. Louis, Cincinnati, 


IndianapoHs, Memphis, ftnston, and 
Columbus. If all the lioiler tubes 
laid end to eml they would 
reach from Chicago, Illinois to 
Charleston, West Virginia, a distance 
of 402 miles. Six thouHund feet of 
electric cable vvere used in the job, 
enough to reach from 8t, Louis, 
Missouri to Montreal, Quebec; 
202,500 cubic yards of cemcrete were 
used, enough to build 1 miles of 
highways. Tlic peak employ men t of 
elect ridaiis was approximalely 500. 

No doubt several of you have heard 
of the difficulties and troubles that we 
had .>n this job, but I can definitely 
say that you could not place nearly 
all the blame on labtn\ 

The last two units were in.stalled 
hy the General Contractor — Bechtel 
Corporation out of Han Francisco, 
CaHiornia— ami they only had one 
work stopfiage due to labor trouble.

Urges Unity, Militancy 
In Coming Election 

I,, r. 1208, savannah, GA.— The 

American peofde in every community 
mual W made aware of the Fascist 
methods usetl by big busine.ss and its 
stooges in Washington and tlie state* 
capitals in its (duns to cripph- Ibe 
unions and destroy our standards of 
living. Public opinion must be won 
in oriler to preserve the tabor move- 
ment as the bulwark of our tlenioc- 
racy. Fr*om the smallest communily 
to the halls of Congr-ess, labor must 
join with the peojde to exj>DSC the 
game of the reactionaries. 

Every member must pull his own 
w'eight in the battles ahead. No one 
must take a “let George do it*' alii* 
tude. 

Greater uiiily and militant action 
are imperative in the face of employer 
(nwocalion. Tlial means the strength 
of every union member must be 
hurled into this fight. Those mimi* 
bei*s on the sidelines in this period 
are letting down not only their union 
but the whole labor movement* 

We must rely on our economic ami 
rKiUtical strength and build greater 
unity with all union workers to (»ro* 
tect mir ccmtnicts and our bargain* 
Liig rights. 


The Taft'Eartfoy Act conluins not 
one but scores of union hivaking pro- 
visions* The combined effect of these 
anti‘Union provisions is owr powering. 
That the unions of this country have 
suivived under this law is a testi- 
moniai to their strength and to the 
determination of American woi kei s to 
have unions. 

The Taft* Hartley .Act is long and 
complicated. The act outlaws any 
sojt of real union s«a!uniy. Tlu? close<l 
shop is pmhibited, while the courts 
have held closed shops to be |KTfi*ctly 
legal since almost the earliest days 
of the labor movement. 

The Wagner Act did not legalise 
the closed shop. It left the law as 
it found it. As long as there has bt-en 
collective bargaining in A me i tea there 
have been closed shoji contracts. 
l4ibor relations are considerably 
smoother as a result of the dosed 
shop. 

Trade unions have demonat rated 
genuine res jionsibi lily undiu* closed 
sho(i contracts, and have contributed 
.substantially to the improvement of 
(U'(Klyction. Labor history shows that 
employer opposition to dosed shops 
is a mask which usually conceals the 
basic objective of destroying union- 
ism. 

Under a TafUHaitley tmion shop, 
a union may seek the discharge of an 


employe who has been expelled from 
the union only if he was expelled for 
non-payment of dues* If he was ex* 
polled from the union bt'cause he %vas 
trying to undermine or break its con- 
tracts* or was an employer spy, the 
union may Jifit si'ck his discharge 
under Taft -Hurt ley. 

Under the Taft-Iiurtley Act, a 
union can never obtain secuiity 
against internal conflict or attacks of 
cmpUiyers, Stability is eliminated 
fiom the coMi>cttve bargaining rela- 
tionship* 

Employes need protection against 
unions about as much as a motorist 
needs protection against pedestrians. 

The seven years of Taft-HaiTley 
have fulfilled the predictiojis of Amer* 
lean Ittlmr leaders and indu.strial re- 
lations cxjierts that the act is a blow 
at labor. This fact becomes of vital 
importance in this election year*
